KINGSTON 
Ten y ears ago, Broadway West, that area 
b ou nded b y 
Broadway , 
Wu rts 
Street, 
Spring 
Street and Ferry Street was a prime candidate 
for u rb an renewal demolition. It had all the 
“ qu alifications” of its neighb or across the street, 
Broadway East. Its nu merou s delapidated b u ild­ 
ings, several vacant, were considered a classic 
example of "u rb an decay .” 
Broadway E ast was “ renewed” hu t the b u ll­ 
dozers never crossed the street. A change in plans 
took Kingston’s other u rb an renewal project into 
the u ptown b u siness area. 
As is the u su al case, Broadway West went 
from “ b ad to worse.” Private enterprise tu rned 
its b ack on the area, people moved ou t; and in 
tim e the pu b lic sector lost interest. "W e’ll look at 
Broadway West when we’re throu gh with Broad­ 
way E ast,” was the word from City Hall. 
Bu t down in Broadway West an idea was 
germinating. Perhaps government was not the 
answer. Perhaps ou tside private enterprise was 
not the answer. Perhaps the answei was in the 
commu nity itself. Why not rehab ilitate some of 
the b u ildings with people from the commu nity ? 
The city ’s au ctioning of scores of b u ildings 
taken for taxes, several in the Broadway West 
area, in Ju ly gave impetu s to the “ idea.” 
Larry Ny e of West Hu rley , an ex-IBM employ e, 
“ looking for other career opportu nities.” saw' the 
advertisem ent in the Freem an “ I looked on it as 
a sort of social experim ent,” Ny e said, "sim ply a 
m eans to determ ine whether or not a commu nity 
b ased action cou ld b e su ccessfu l ” 
Ny e went to Jam es G. Connors, u rb an renewal 
director, who sent him to Lou Grimaldi, director 
of the Ulster Cou nty Commu nity Action Commit­ 
tee. 


Meanwhile, several memb ers of the Rondou t 
Advisory Committee. Ron Rob inson, David Im- 
pongo, Sam Wilson and Billy Knox, had b een 
working on the sam e idea. In fact, they had b een 
talking ab ou t it for more than three y ears. 
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* I met Larry Ny e b y accident,” Rob inson, who 
eventu ally b ecame head of the commu nity cor­ 
poration. said. "Ou r paths crossed. He was look­ 
ing for someone to take over and we were looking 
for b u ildings.” 
Ny e pu rchased three b u ildings at the city 
au ction. 13, 15 and 17 West Strand (across from 
the Freem an b u ilding) for a total of $1.400. There 
was initially some confu sion on Ihe legal addres­ 
ses of the b u ildings. Ny e b id on the nu mb ers on 
the doors; the legal nu mb ers were different. Bu t, 
throu gh the cooperation of May or Francis R. 
Koenig and Corporation Cou nsel Aaron E. Klein, 
that was worked ou t. 
A corporation was formed, the Rondou t Re 
search 
and 
Development 
Corporation. 
"Seed 
money ," to enclose the b u ildings against the win­ 
te r-som e $5,000 was projected -was sou ght. IBM 
signed a letter of intent for $2,000. Miron Lu mb er 
Company 
pledged

The project goes u nder the acrony m SCORE 
(Sy stem to Cou nter the Ou tflow of Resou rces and 
Enterprises). The plans may sou nd grandiose, 
when one considers what’s b een done in the area 
in the past 20 y ears, b u t its sponsors are de­ 
termined. 
Sa va g o Pra ises Leg isla ture 
, 
‘One o f the Mo st Pro d uctive 
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Rob inson explains, “ We don’t want to give the 
hou ses away , b u t we don’t want a landlord tenant 
relationship. The people w ho work in the b u ildings 
will b e the people who will live in them. 
"W e’re looking for people with kids." Rob inson 
said. “ People with kids have a stake in the com 
mu nity . We’re looking for people who are looking 
for way s to b etter them selves." 
Su mming u p the idea b ehind SCORE. Rob in­ 
son say s, "People don’t have to move ou t of a 
commu nity to improve themselves. They can im ­ 
prove the com m u nity .” 
A prelim inary b u dget of $47.000 has b een pro­ 
posed with $10.000 going for new heating sy stems 
for the b u ildings. $8.000 for plu mb ing. $6.500 for 
electrical work and $6.000 tor fire escapes. SCORE 
hopes to tu rn the u pper two floors of the three 
b u ildings into nine apartm ents to hou se 50 per­ 
sons, 18 adu lts and 12 children. 
The lower floor will hou se commu nity facilities 
su ch as a cu ltu ral center, a food co-op. child care 
center, meeting rooms, craft shops, etc. possib ly 
an extension center from Ulster Cou nty Com­ 
mu nity College. 
‘I think this is the ty pe of edu cational and 
commu nity service ty pe of activity which the 
college shou ld lie doing.” Dr. George B. Erb stein, 
UCCC president, say s. 
Bu t in the final analy sis, it will b e the “ people 
in the com m u nity ” who will determine if SCORE 
makes it or net Ny e. who has tu rned the b u ild 
ings ever to SCORE for what he paid for them, 
pu ts it this way . "It is a fu nction of the com­ 
mu nity and of the com m u nity 's leadership. If it’s 
a su ccess, they will have every right to b e prou d 
of the fact that they did it on their own term s.”

was sparked b y Lou is Aprea. 
a resident of the school district, 
who ob jected that the film at­ 
tempts to treat a “ moral is­ 


su e.” He said the school b oard 
does not have the right or re­ 
sponsib ility 
to 
impose 
moral 
ju dgments on the stu dents it 
serves. 
The film’s detractors insist on 
lab eling it a “ sex edu cation” 
film. Harold Keator, president 
of the school b oard, was ju st 
as adam ant Thu rsday in insist­ 
ing that the film, instead, deals 
with "health edu cation.” Keator 
added, “ We have a cu rricu lu m, 
this is the cu rricu lu m we are 
going to stick with. The b oard 
has 
m ade 
its 
feelings 
qu ite 
clear on the su b ject.” 
That 
statem ent, 
however, 
didn’t pu t an end to the discu s­ 
sion. Attilio A. Contini of Ro- 
sendale asked if it is tru e that 
all sixth grade stu dents in the 
district will b e shown the film 


in April, u nless their parents 
ob ject in writing. Keator said 
that was tru e. Contini su ggest­ 
ed that the film b e given a 


j “ pu b lic showing” so the parents 
can 
decide

whether they want their chil­ 
dren to view it. 
Althou gh Keator demu rred on 
a pu b lic showing of the film, 
the school district has said it 
will show the film to any in­ 
terested person. 
Contini 
continu ed

paign against the film, stating, 
"This is nothing more than a 
program to corru pt the morals 
of

minors

m u nity .’ 
Keator 
invited 
the 
man 
to 
discu ss

fu rther "in private." 
The su b ject ended with one 
last retort from an u nidentified 


woman in the au dience, who! 
¡said the film wou ld resu lt in 
nothing more than “ a b u nch of 
¡little 
sex 
maniacs

arou nd the cou ntry .” She added, 
"You have no right to go over 
the parents on a moral issu e 
su ch as this.” She said the film 
was
